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Quotation  from  Letter  of 

Henry  R.  Stiles,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

New  York,  Feb.  23,  1886  to  "The  Windsor  Herald"  Vol.  i,  No.  3. 
(Dr.  Stiles  was  the  author  of  the  History  of  Windsor, 
Connecticut,  being  a  descendent  of  John  Stiles  —  one 
of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Windsor.  He  was  an  intimate 
friend  but  not  a  near  relative  of  the  Stiles  sisters  who 
owned  and  lived  in  the  Fyler  House  for  many  years  — 
and  whom   Dr.   Stiles   frequently  visited  here.) 

"  There  is  a  little  low-browed  five  gable  home  at  the  lower 
corner  of  that  ancient  green  —  built  '  long  years  agone  '  bv  Ser- 
geant Fyler  .  .  .  wherein  resides  a  venerable  lady  of  my 
own  name,  and  when  I  visit  W'indsor  it  is  my  most  pleasant 
abiding-place  and  home.  From  the  windows  of  its  little  parlor 
or  from  the  window  of  that  little  upper  room  beneath  its  northern 
gable  (a  room  once  occupied  by  the  noble  Roger  Sherman  — 
a  self-taught  cobbler-boy  who  rose  to  deserved  eminence  in  Con- 
necticut history)  which  sometimes  I  occupy.  I  love  to  watch  the 
simset  shadows  steal  across  the  green,  to  note  the  '  lowing  kine  ' 
as  they  homeward  stray  from  the  meadows,  and  to  listen  to  the 
shouts  of  careless  urchins  as  they  romp  across  its  broad  expose. 
The  old  green  to  me  is  richer  than  any  other  spot  in  Windsor 
in  historic  associations.  It  was  the  fortress  site  within  which 
in  Windsor's  earliest  days,  they  drew  together  for  safety  against 
the  savage  foe. 

(Sea  Captain)  Capt.  Nathaniel  Howard,  father  of  Major  Wil- 
liam Howard,  sailor-like,  always  brought  home  from  his  voyages 
a  choice  little  stock  of  silks  and  foreign  goods  which  his  wife 
retailed  over  her  little  counter  (in  the  building  now  occtipied  by 
Miss  Mary  Stiles)  to  the  gossipping  matrons  and  blushing 
daughters  of  ^^'indsor.  Major  \\^il]iam  Howard  afterwards  kept 
store  here,  and  was  postmaster,  his  post-office  annex  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  house  now  l)eing  used  as  a  china  closet 
bv  Miss  Stiles  —  " 
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CONSTITUTION  \^15 

THE  NAME  AND  OBJECTS 

1.  The  name  of  the  organization  is  The  Windsor  Historical 
Society  of  Windsor,  Connecticut.  Incorporated. 

2.  The  objects  are:  — 

a.  The  collection  and  preservation  of  records,  facts  and  ma- 
terials relating  to  the  history  and  to  the  citizens  of  Windsor. 

b.  The  identification,  preservation  and  marking  of  buildings 
and  locations  of  historic  interest. 

c.  The  recording  of  current  history  for  the  benefit  of  future 
generations. 

d.  The  publication  of  books,  documents  and  pamphlets  re- 
lating to  Windsor. 

e.  Preparation    for   the   observance   of    the   Tercentenary   of 
Windsor  in   1933,  and  later  anniversaries. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I 

MEMBERSHIP 

1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Active.  Sustaining,  Life  and 
Honorary  members  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Society. 

2.  Any  person  who  may  have  rendered  important  service  to  the 
Town  of  Windsor,  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the  cause  of 
historic  inquiry,  or  of  science,  invention  or  literature  gen- 
erally may  be  elected  an  Honorary  member  of  this   Society. 

3.  Every  application  for  membership  shall  be  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  applicant,  endorsed  by  at  least  one  member  of  this 
Society  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  equal  to  one  year's 
dues  for  the  class  of  membership  desired.  All  applications 
for  membership  shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  upon  acceptance  reported  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

4.  Annual  dues  will  become  payable  on  September  26.  Active 
members  shall  pay  $2.00;  Sustaining  members,  $5.00;  Life 
members,  $25  once,  upon  their  election.  No  annual  dues  shall 
be  paid  by  the  President,   Secretary,  Treasurer  or  Recorder. 

5.  The  payment  of  annual  dues  shall  constitute  a  condition  of 
membership  ;  by  neglect  to  pay  the  same  for  a  period  of  six 
months  after  Se])tember  26,  the  right  to  vote  at  meetings  of 
the  Society  shall  be  forfeited,  until  such  dues  shall  be  paid. 

6.  Upon  continued  non-pay'nlent  of  dues  for  one  year  without 
explanation   or   response '  to   statements   the   delinquent   names 


shall  be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  upon  recom- 
mefidation  may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  without  notice. 
7.  Active  or  Sustaining  members  not  in  debt  to  the  Society  may 
become  Life  members  on  payment  of  $25  at  one  time.  Sus- 
taining members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  publications  of  the 
Society   free  of  charge. 

Article  II 
OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until 
their  successors  are  chosen.  There  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President.  Secretary.  Treasurer,  Recorder,  Assistant  Recorder, 
and  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  regular  officers 
of  the  Society  together  with  three  members  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting.  When  a  vacancy  in  any  office 
shall  occur  during  the  year  the  Executive  Committee  may 
appoint  an  incumbent  for  the  unexpired  term. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society, 
meml)er  of  all  committees  of  the  Society.  The  Vice-President 
shall  ])erf(jrm  the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence.  The 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  ex-()fficio 
Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  meetings,  a 
true  list  of  members  and  shall  receive  and  answer  communica- 
tions to  the  Society,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  delegated  b}-  the  President  or  Executive  Committee. 
The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  record  and  hold  for  the  Society 
all  deeds,  mortgages,  notes  ;  and  moneys  from  dues,  donations 
or  bequests  which  he  shall  pay  out  at  the  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Recorder  and 
Assistant  Recorder  shall  be  custodians  of  all  documents,  books 
and  papers  of  the  Society's  collections.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  in  (/eiicraJ  charge  of  the  Societv's  affairs  and 
whatever  property  it  may  possess,  and  shall  administer  the 
same  in  a  true  and  faithful  manner. 

3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Article  III 

MEETINGS 

I.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  Septemljer  26,  the  anni- 
versary date  (O.  S.)  of  the  first  settlement  of  Windsor,  except 
that  when  the  anniversary  date  falls  on  Sunday  the  meeting 
shall  be  held  on  the  next  week  day  not  a  legal  holicL'n-, 
following. 


2.  The  regular  meetings  after  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  November,  January  and  March  or 
such  other  day  as  the  President  or  Executive  Committee  may 
designate. 

3.  Special  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  the  Executive  Committee  or  within  fifteen  days  upon 
the  written  and  signed  application  of  five  Active,  Sustaining 
or  Life  members  lodged  with  the  Secretary.  Notice  of  meet- 
ings shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  at  least  three  days  prior 
to  the  meeting. 

4.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Society  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

iVRTICLE    IV 

AMENDMENTS 

Alterations  to  these  by-laws  submitted  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  may  be  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  end  of  the  fourth  year  finds  your  Society  in  its  most 
satisfactory  and  promising  period  so  far.  We  have  a  most 
delightful  home  of  our  own  with  an  appropriately  furnished  guest 
chamber,  facilities  for  recreation,  study  and  refreshment,  and 
two  most  gracious  and  estimable  hostesses  in  charge.  We  have 
a  substantial  corps  of  capable,  reliable  and  interested  workers 
within  our  organization  and  a  host  of  new  but  dependable  friends 
tliroughout  the  country. 

These  two  groups  made  it  possible  for  us  to  secure  our  home, 
appropriately  restore,  improve  and  furnish  it. 

Following  the  death  of  Frank  H.  Denslow,  not  very  long  after 
that  of  his  wife,  (both  were  valued  members  of  our  Society.) 
their  late  home  on  Palisado  Avenue  came  upon  the  market.  This 
was  a  historic  place  indeed,  being  apparently  the  oldest  house 
in  Windsor,  the  earliest  part  of  it  having  been  built  by  Sergeant 
(later  Lieutenant)  Walter  Fyler  in  1640  on  land  within  the 
Palisado  granted  him  in  recognition  of  his  services  in  the  Pequot 
War.  (He  later  served  in  King  Philip's  War  and  at  his  death 
in  1683  bequeathed  the  homestead  to  his  son  John,  from  whom 
it  passed  to  Thomas  Fyler,  thereafter  being  owned  in  turn  by 
Alexander    Allin.    Captain    Nathaniel    Howard,    "  Miss    Lucretia 


Stiles  and  sisters,"  Airs.  William  S.  Pierson  and  Miss  Olive  Pier- 
son.  The  latter  made  it  a  weddiny  gift  to  Frank  AI.  Denslow. 
from  whose  estate  this  Society  purchased  it  May  i,  1925.) 

When  the  possil)ility  of  purchasing  the  property  was  first 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  it  was 
decided  that  the  possession  without  restrictions  of  the  original 
George  E.  Hoadley  Fund  of  $5000,  with  its  increase,  warranted 
an  endeavor  to  secure  subscriptions  of  an  amount  sufficient  to 
acquire,  restore  and  equip  the  Homestead  —  not  as  a  museum,  a 
purpose  for  which  its  frame  construction  made  it  unsuitable  — 
l)Ut|  as  a  shrine  for  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Windsor  and  their 
descendents  everywhere  —  and  a  place  of  rest  and  refreshment 
for  them. 

Subscriptions  were  sought  and  came  from  all  over  the  United 
States  —  one  subscriber  telegraphing  at  a  critical  moment  from 
Chicago,  "  Call  on  me  for  any  sum  up  to  $1000,  but  don't  let 
the  Fyler  House  go."  We  felt  that  $500  was  all  we  should  accept 
from  this  generous  benefactor,  but  that  amount  completed  the 
amount  requisite  for  purchase,  although  it  was  necessary  to  give 
a  mortgage  for  $2500.  That  our  vision  has  become  real  we  have 
ample  proof  in  the  delighted  comments  of  over  500  visitors  since 
the  informal  opening  of  the  Homestead  on  August  20th. 

With  the  initial  contribution  we  instituted  the  "  Fund  for 
the  Purchase,  Restoration  and  Endowment  of  the  Lieutenant 
Walter  Fyler .  Homestead,  the  administration  of  the  Fund  and 
the  development  of  the  property  being  entrusted  to  a  Committtee 
of  remarkable  efficiency  consisting  of  :  Leland  P.  Wilson,  Chair- 
man ;  Frances  Bissell,  Mrs.  Eustace  L.  Allen,  Alice  E.  Morgan. 
Mrs.  Clayton  P.  Chambcrlin,  Charles  H.  Willcox  and  Leslie  H. 
Hayes. 

This  Committee  determined  to  operate  the  Homestead  in  part 
as  a  tea-room  in  order  to  give  greater  reality  to  the  idea  of  making 
it  a  home  and  a  self-supporting  one.  Arrangements  were  hai)pily 
made  by  which  Miss  Elizabeth  Kob,  assisted  by  Miss  Jose])hine 
Hughes,  are  most  satisfactorily  serving  there  as  hostesses  of  the 
"  Betsy  Kob  Tea  Room,"  it  being  their  present  plan  to  keep  the 
house  open  throughout  the  year.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
individual  diners  have  been  served  u])  to  date. 

On  this  date,  September  26th,  we  observe  the  formal  opening 
and  the  people  of  Windsor  and  other  specially  invited  guests  have 
been  given  an  opportunity  to  inspect  the  Homestead  during  the  day, 
while  this  evening  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  is  held  here 
that  members  may  have  an  opi)ortunity  to  inspect  and  enjoy  it. 

In  the  reception  room  is  kept  a  book  called  The  Golden  Record, 
on  whose  polden  leaves  are  entered  the  names  onlv  of  those  who 
ccjntribute  in  monev,  gifts,  or  services  to  the  Fyler  House  Fund. 


Our  great  desire  now  is  to  add  names  which  will  represent  con- 
tributions sufficient  to  pay  off  our  mortgage  of  $2,500.  make  neces- 
sary exterior  repairs,  including  painting,  and  leave  the  Homestead 
debt  free.  We  specially  hope  for  many  small  contributions  as  we 
wish  as  many  interested  friends  as  possible.  I  venture  to  express 
the  hope  that  our  friends  may  do  all  they  can  to  interest  others 
in  this,  our  ambition,  not  neglecting  opportunities  to  obtain  new 
members. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Editha  L.  G.  Burr  and  Miss  Frances 
Bissell  have  respectively  continued  the  faithful  collection  in  scrap- 
book  form  of  daily  clippings  from  the  Hartford  Times  and  Hart- 
ford Courant  of  all  news  items  relating  to  Windsor,  in  so  doing 
recording  a  history  of  present  day  Windsor  which  will  be  of  in- 
estimable value  to  future  generations. 

.\  subject  I  approach  with  the  keenest  personal  feeling  is  the 
loss  through  death  of  dear  friends  who  have  bequeathed  to  us  a 
spirit  to  "  carry  on  "  so  long  as  the  purposes  to  be  attained  are 
truly  worth  their  cost  in  time  and  effort.  We  must  not  fail  our 
departed  ones  by  allowing  our  Society  to  function  merelv  as  a  soul- 
less repository  of  antiques  and  curiosities.  Rather  we  must  plan 
more  broadly  to  give  real  human  service  in  a  world  which  needs  it 
sadly. 

Your  officers  have  larger  plans  for  the  future  —  plans  whose 
development  will  never  give  you  less  pride  in  your  Society  than  we 
trust  you  have  now,  but  it  does  not  seem  fitting  to  speak  more 
definitely  of  these  while  we  have  still  an  encuml)rance  on  our 
.Society  home. 

I  thank  the  officers  and  other  members,  and  our  multitude  of 
outside  friends  for  the  confidence,  good  will  and  generous  support 
given  me.  These  things  only  make  possible  what  has  been  and 
may  yet  be  accomplished.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

Looking  back  over  our  fourth  year,  we  find  much  upon  which 
to   congratulate   ourselves. 

While  the  meetings  have  been  fewer  than  in  former  years, 
each  has  been  interesting  and  the  attendance  has  been  satisfac- 
tory. The  outstanding  achievement  has  been  the  purchase,  restora- 
tion and  opening  to  the  public  of  the  historic  Lieutenant  Walter 
Fyler  Homcstc;'.d  on  Palisado  Green.  Its  charming  tea  room 
and    its    delightful    decorations,    displays    and    furnishings    have 


already  made  it  pleasantly  known  to  visitors  from  every  part  of 
the  country.  This  splendid  accomplishment  is  largely  due  to 
the  untiring  efforts  of  our  President.  George  E.  Crosby,  Jr.. 
assisted  by  a  most  efficient  committee  and  the  invaluable  interest 
of  friends  in  and  outside  of  our  membership.  The  venture  has 
been  even  more  successful  than  we  had  hoped. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  September  26,  1924,  Charles  H. 
Lane  of  Hartford  was  elected  Honorary  Member  in  recognition 
of  his  public  services  while  in  charge  of  the  Department  of 
Justice  headquarters  in  Bridgeport  during  the  World  War.  At 
this  meeting  also  the  first  of  the  Yale  Chronicles  of  America 
Photoplays,  "  Columbus  "  was  shown  through  the  courtesy  of 
George  Parmly  Day,  Secretary  of  Yale  University  Press. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  second  in  this  series,  "  James- 
town "  was  shown.  At  this  meeting  a  framed  steel  engraving 
from  a  noteworthy  oil  painting  showing  three  scenes  in  Windsor 
about  sixty  years  ago,  and  painted  by  his  father  was  exhibited 
as  a  gift  from  Dr.  Howard  P.  Bellows  of  Boston.  Miss  Alice  E. 
Morgan  read  an  interesting  paper  descriptive  of  the  painting. 
Miss  Morgan  also  read  a  valuable  paper  on  "  The  Palisado," 
prepared  by  her  mother,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Wilson. 

At  the  January  meeting  the  Yale  Photoplay  "  Vincennes  "  was 
exhibited.  This  was  followed  by  an  informative  address  on 
"  The  Civil  Costume  of  Our  Ancestors  "  l)y  Fred  G.  Blakeslee 
of  Hartford,  a  widelv  known  authority  on  the  subject  of  costume. 
At  this  meeting  circulars  inviting  subscriptions  to  a  fund  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Fyler  Homestead  were  first  distributed. 

At  the  March  meeting  our  President  announced  the  receipt 
of  fiftv-two  subscriptions  to  the  Fund. 

It  was  voted  to  a])|)rove  the  proposed  purchase  of  the  Home- 
stead, which  had  until  the  decease  of  Frank  H.  Denslow  been 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  ^Irs.  Denslow.  (both  former  members  of 
our  Societv)  for  many  years.  Following  the  business  meeting 
the  Society  was  favored  by  the  John  Fitch  Dramatic  Club  of  the 
High  School  wtih  a  dramatc  production  of  the  play,  "A  Bissell's 
Ferry  Romance,"  which,  written  by  Miss  Eleanor  Goslee,  was 
awarded  the  prize  given  the  Society  last  year  for  the  best  his- 
toric plav  relating  to  W'indsor,  to  be  written  by  ])upils  attend- 
ing \Vindsor  schools.  The  play  was  excellently  produced  and 
was  greatlv  enjoved  l)y  a  large  audience.  The  ^'ale  Ph')tnplay 
"  Daniel  Boone  "  followed. 

During  the  vear  a  substantial  numl)er  ol  nieni])ers  have  been 
added,  and  while  we  have  lost  several  valued  members  by  death 
or  resignation,  the  vear's  end  finds  us  with  an  increased  memljer- 
shi]-)  roll  and  many  new  and  valuable  friends.

REPORT  OF  RECORDER 

The  end  of  the  fourth  year  of  our  Society  finds  us  endowed 
with  many  additional  gifts  as  in  previous  years.  One  great 
ambition  of  our  Society  has  been  most  splendidly  realized  in 
the  recent  purchase  from  the  Estate  of  Frank  H.  Denslow  of 
the  old  Lieutenant  Fyler  Place,  so-called,  near  the  site  where 
over  two  centuries  ago  all  the  religious,  business  and  social 
activities  of  the  town  were  centered. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  to  retain  one  reception  room  and 
a  guest  chamber  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  which  we  plan  to 
furnish  with  gifts  on  liand  and  anticipated  and  as  soon  as 
possible  receptacles  will  be  provided  for  the  care  of  our 
genealogical  and  reference  books,  of  which  we  have  a  most  useful 
and  valuable  collection  at  the  present  time,  which  the  seeker  or 
student  of  historical  and  genealogical  data  will  find  most  enter- 
taining and  helpful  when  arranged  to  be  easily  accessible. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  on  behalf  of  the  Of^cers  of  the 
Society,  all  those  who  have  so  generously  contributed  during  the 
past  year,  and  sincerely  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  see  an 
increase  of  gifts.
